From Madoc to Europe.

Dear EDITOR: 


The next point ot interest 1n the Rhinegau 
is the extensive chateau of Johannisberg, 
situated very picturesquely on a vine-covered 
hill. It once belonged to the Prince o 
Orange, and has met with many historical 
vicissitudes, but that matters little so long as 
the vineyard about it continues to thrive and 
prosper. This little forty acres of ry 
i^ more famous than any German E, 
Stateaman or General. The Johannisberger 
is considered the finest of all fine wines. It 

without a rival for raciness, ent nid 
e. Een offlavour. Ina year these 
forty acres bring an income of $35,009 dollars. 
The steward of the caatle will sell you a bottle 
of it (ostensibly !) fora dollar and seventy- 
five cents. Some buy it no doubt, which 

roves that there is yA faithin the earth. I 
hers read somewhere that the wine trade of 
the Khine amounts to twelve million dollars 
a year. 

Five or six miles from Johannisberg is the 
little port of Erbach, whence a foot path leads 
to a pleasant and sequeatered valley where 
the once famous and thy Ciatercian 
Xy of Eberbach stood. — It was created by 

Bernard, of Clairvaux, and Baedeker 
eet a bit of old Latin verse to show that 
D Bernard always preferred the valleys, St. 
Benedict the hills, Sc. Francis the towns, and 
St. Ignatius the large and famous cities, as 
the site of their religions houses. This 
Abbey still exists but has been turned into 
a house of éorrection, aboye, and wine vaults 
below. Youcan beshown through it for a 
fee ofone York shilling. Close de it is 
the Steinberg vineyard of sixty acres, the 
only rival of the Johannisberg. If you climb 
to the top of the hill called Bos eight hundred 
and seventy-five feet, you can see over the 
whole vineyard, and the convent, and the 
big lunatic asylum of Eichberg in the distance, 

And here is Eitville where Guttenberg 
started a ates press in 1465. He wasa 
native of Mayence, where they still do him 
honor. He has a statue by Thorwaldsen 
which stands near the big cathedral, Eltville 
also boasts a handsome old watch tower and 

a few other ruins, with pretty hills and val. 
Zeg scattered round, with many famous 
castles, towns and shrines. And then comes 
Niederwalluf where the road branches off to 
Schlangenbad and Langen-Schwalbach, and 
Schierstein, surrounded by orchards, and 
Biebrich, a busy city where they make iron 
and glass and various cloths.

By the way there are 
15,000 Jews in Frankfort and op te recent 
times they lived and laboured under severe 
disabilities ; for instance they were not 
allowed to enter the central market place— 
the Roemerberg, at all ; they were herded in 
one quarter of the city, and the gates of this 
Jews quarter were locked every evening, and 
on Sundays and holidays kept locked all day. 
Yet the children of Israel here as elsewhere 
throve and made money, and one of the fam- 
ilies which up to 1806 used to be locked up 
here every night with the rest is now pretty 
well known in the world and is supposed to 
be in pretty comfortable cireumstances. Their 
name is Rothschild and their place of business 
usedYo be at Number 148. In one of their 
houses, which is no longer in the Jews’ quarter 
but.on the pleasant river bank there is a fine 
art collection known as the Rothschild Muse- 
um; but it is not so extensive as that included 
in the Staedel Art Institute, founded $ a 
wealthy citizen of that name, and the chief 
lery of the city, There is also a town 
ibrary of 200,000 volumes and many manu- 
scripts open daily to the public free. One of 
these volumes is a Bible ted by Gutten- 
berg between 145€ and 1455. Damucker's 
statue of Ariadne is in one of the museums, 
and the grave of Schopenhaner is in the new 
cemetery. The most interesting secular 
building in Frankfort is the old market, 
called the Roemer, the square in which it 
stands is called the Roemerberg. In one hall 
of this building the electors met in olden 
times and selected their Emperor and then 
in another one sat down with him at the 
Coronation feast. Frankfort has au excellent 
and bountiful water supply from the heights 
of Vogelberg and Spessart with a natural 
pressure sufficient to reach the highest build- 
ings. There are two-hundred banking offices, 
and few cities are so well furnished with 
literary, scientific and artistic institutions. 
A little after mid-day we finished our 
promenade on the Kaiser Strasse and elsewhere, 
settled our littie indebtedness with the land.

The By-law will be duly pub- 
lished, and no ratepayer will be able to plead 
ignorance. If, as some M. D's claim, cholera 
will fellow in the wake of la grippe, people 
should be particularly careful this year and 
there should be no need to call upon the 
board of health to clear away the filth of the 
town. Let every one clean their own prem- 
ises, or have them cleaned, and all will be 
clean. If, however, any are dilatory the 
Board intend te use vigorous measures and 
will probably add the cost of cleaning to the 
taxes. It is hoped that all law-abiding 
citizens will give cheerful assistance to the 
Beard in their efforts to improve the sanitary 
condition of the village, 
Sabbath school Convention.

Dear Eprror: 


The country round us here is simply de. 
lightful. There are no high mountain peaks, 
nolakes, nothing grand or imposing, but 
the hills and valleys and forests are so green 
and fresh and fertile and succeed each other 
in such beautiful and ceaseless variety that 
the eye never wearies with gazing. The 
t and revel 
in it, and althoagh it is June and the weather 
is hot and never a cloud in the sky, there is 
none ot the withering, exhausting sultriness 
in the air, none of that scorching relentless 
blaze of heat that often pours down over our 
Canadian hillsides and meadows in summer 
when the days are long, and makes one seek 
a shady spot and Oh for a “draught of 
vintage, that hath been cool'd a long age in 
the deep-delved earth. 

Fuldais on the bank of a little stream 
bearing the same name as the town, and down 
ita fertile valley we ride for thirty miles to 
Bebra. Bebra is only a junction from which 
iron reads radiate, one to the West which 
would take us to Oassel, one to the North 
which leads to Goettingen, one to the South 
which we have just traversed, and one to the 
East, skirting the north alde of the Thurin- 

ian forest, and in time bringing us to our 
estination. The scenery becomes der, 
the hills higher, the valleys more wide and 
extended, and an hour's ride brings us to 
Eisenach, a town of 20.000 people, us ag 
the birth-place of John Sebastian Bach, the 
t musician, in 1685, still more famous 
rom its connection with the name of Martin 
Luther. Here is the house where he lived 
with Frau Ursula Cotta and went to school 
in 1498. And here on the hill overlooking 
the town nearly thirteen hundred feet above 
the sea levelis the old castle of Wartburg, 


where his friend Frederick, the Wise, Elector 


of Saxony, shut up the great reformer after 
his return from the Diet of Worms and gave 
him leisure to translate the Bible into the 
German tonguein 1521—2. His book case, 
letters, portrait and other memorials are still 
preserved and exhibited at the castle. Here 
tuo is the minstrel-hall where the Minne- 
singers, Walter von der Vogelweid, Wolfram 
von Eschenbach and others are said to have 
held their musical contests six centuries ago. 
There are beautiful walks, fine forest views 
and wild rayinesin this neighborhood had 
one but the time to explore them. Alas for 
us a hasty glance is all that is allowed us. 
The road now follows the valley of the Hoersel 
and on our right rises, as we proceed the fur- 
rowed crest of the Hoerselberg mountain about 
1600 feet above the sea. Here was the cave 
of Venus, into which according to the ancient 
legend and the modern opera, she enticed 
the Knight Tannhaeuser. From Eisenach to 
Gotha we have the finest viewsof the wood 
covered hills known as the Thuringian forest. 

Gotha is almost a half larger than Eisenach 
and is also s residence of the Dukes of Saxe- 
Coburg, and Gotha, It has palaces, museums 
and churches, an orange garden, parks, and 
promenades, and a cremation-hallin ita new 
cemetery. It has very pleasant surroundings 
and is one of the liveliest business towns in 
all Thuringia. The train then skirts the 
Seeburg height and we pass fon our right three 
old castles, one after dhe other, known as the 
three Gleichen. The village of New Dietan- 
dorf is a thrifty colony of Moraviana, and 
seventeen miles more of threading crooked 
valleys amid ever varying hills brings us to 
Erfurt. The Cathedral, with its never vet 
finished towers, shows conspiouoasly from the 
train as we enter the station, and *'Maria 
Gloriosa'' the largest of its ten bells is prob · 
sbly tolling-a call to vespers, yet notwith- 
standing its thirteen tons of weight we hear 
it not above the mumble ard rattle of the 
train. The city itself is very ancient. It 
has nearly 60,000 inhabitants, and used to 
belong to the Hanseatic League. The old 
„Lily“ inn on the main square boasts of 
having bad Martin Luther, Gustavus Adol- 
Kë and Maurice of zeg among itslguesta. 

t was in the Augustine Monastery of Erfurt 
that Luther enrolled himself as a monk in 
1605, and his cell is still to be seen although 
a recent fire has destroyed all other memoriala 
of him there. 

We cannot linger by Erfurt and the banks 
of the Gera but hasten on beyond this land 
ofhigh hill, dark forest, and narrow valley 
to where the meadows of Saxony spread broad 
and green beneath the descending foun, and 
the parie Um glides gently beside 
the famous city of Weimar, linked with the 
name of Goethe who spent {the last fifty six 
yeara of his life here. Both Goethe and 
Schiller died in Weimar the former in 1832, 
and the [latter in 1805. And a beautiful 
monument to their memory stands in front 
of the theatre, You may also visit the cem- 
etery and aee their oaken coffins in the Grand 
Duke's Vault if you wish, The principal 
sights of Weimar are the museum, the Grand 
Duke of Saxe- Weimar's Palace, his library of 
200,000 volumes, the park, the statue 


of Herder, and Schiller’s house, It is called

The Management of Sheep, 


The successful shepherd has his eye come 
titvaally on his flock at this season of the 
year. This winter nothing on the farm pro- 
mises better returns than the flock of sheep ; 
therefore the encouragement to give them 
special care; look them over carefully, and 
if you find any ticks, secure some Persian 
insect powder, place it in a box or can with 
perforated lid ; open the wool on the sidea of 
ihe sheep and sprinkle, continue this along 
the sides, and if good powder is used the 
ticks will grow beautifully less. Furnish 
salt and sulphur, four fifths salt to one-fifth 
sulphur in troughs in a sled so the flock has 
free access to it at all times. A sheep can 
live without water, but always does best 
when supplied with plenty ef pure water. 
A mixed ration has always given me the 
best results. Clover hay, straw and corn 


fodder, with corn, oats, bran and oil meal ; 


also ensilage or rox ts are good for the flock. 
Coarse foldera should be fod alternately ard 
the grains mixed, for the best resulta, —[G, 
McKerrow in Farm, Field and Stockman.
